The fear tha t our old poli­ 
tical order, designed to serve an 
agricultural 
age 
and 
stubbornly 
resisting change, will prove inade­ 
quate for the ad m inistration of the 
interests of our 
new social order, 
created by an ind ustrial age. 
(5) 
T he fear tha t our localized 
governm ents, 
designed to serve a 
settled people w hose fam ilies and 
fortunes were, in the m ain, con­ 
centrated In definite political areas, 
will prove Incapable of ad m inister­ 


ing the increasingly delocalized In­ 
terests of an age lik e this, when 
men and their interests rarely stay 
put in one city, one state, or one 
nation.

T he fear tha t the m ajority 
will Increasingly abuse Its use of 
m ajority rule to seal the m inority 
sources of fresh ideas and to fasten 
fanatic legislation upon us.

T he fear tha t the inevitable 
inner d isunity of our perm anent 
political parties w ill k eep our poll 
tics b arren of reality and under the 
dual curse of conform ity and com ­ 
prom ise . 
( 8 ) 
T he fear tha t we will je a l­ 
ously boycott our ablest and m ost 
fearless independent men from poli­ 
tical leadership and fall victim to 
an increasingly m ediocrity of lead­ 
ership. 
(9 ) 
T he fear that, a fter d enud­ 
ing our low er social levels of their 
ablest m en by giving them oppor­ 
tunities on our tipper social levels, 
wre will tolerate conditions tha t will 
bring these denuded classes Into 
revolt a nd throw the 
control 
of 
governm ent into the hands of 
the 
social rejects whom dem ocratic op 
portvm lty has left behind because 
they w ere incapable of tak ing ad 
vantage of It. 
I think the ghosts of these nine

Last week v v c mentioned the fa ct that this country is wasting 
its substance in riotous sav ing. 
It is sav ing money that ought to 
he used to employ workers and produce more wealth. 
Thomas F. W alla ce, President of a sa v ings bank in Minne­ 
apolis, takes sharp issue with us. 
He holds firmly to the v iews 
which bankers hav e alway s held. 
No doubt he represents bankers 
in general. 
He is, in fact, President of the National Association 
of Mutual Sav ings Banks, made up of six hundred banks. 
Mr. Wallace sa y s that when people sa v e money , it is not 
withdrawn from industry . 
It goes into ba nks, where borrowers 
may get it, and put it back into circulation. 
W hat a strange argument for a banker to make, at the v ery 
time when hankers are complaining that they cannot find enough 
responsible borrowers! 
At the v ery time, moreov er, when their 
low interest rates da ily announce that fa ct! 
Sa v ings which are deposited in banks do no good to busi­ 
ness, merely because somebody m a y borrow them, at times when 
nobody does borrow them. 
Mr. W’allace sa y s that m oney which is sav ed is not lost. 
It 
does not go out of circulation. 
Here is another incredible argument. 
H ow can bankers cling 
to that old error of the econom ists, when the joint operations of 
banks and depositors are destroy ing m oney ev ery da y ? 
Ev ery 
time any one uses his sav ings to pa y off a ba nk loan of a million 
dollars, a million dollars is wiped out of ex istence. 
In this way , during the pa st twelv e months, sav ings hav e 
actually reduced the v olume of currency a nd credit in circulation 
by hundreds of millions of dolla rs. 
The daily reports of the 
United States 1 reasury Department tell the story in language so 
plain that any one can read it. 
. ^ne^’hably , trade and employ ment hav e fallen off, too. 
The 
United States has been sav ing more than a ny nation can sav e to 
any adv antage,.

On O ctober 13, 179 2, the corner­ 
stone of the W hite H ouse, official 
j residence of the presid ent of the 
U nited States, In W ashington, w as 
laid. 
The m ansion w as firs t occupied 
by P resid ent and M rs. Adam s 
in 
1800. T he Yrst m istress has p ut 
on record the am ount of discom ­ 
fort she ex perienced 
during 
the 
single w inter of her sta y in W ash- ; 
ington. Congress had appropriat- 
\ 
ed $25,000 for furnishing the W hite ; 
H ouse, but Mrs. A dam s, neverthe 
less, had lots to com plain about. N o 
j 
system of bells was provided; there 
w as neither fire wood nor persons 
to cut it in the surrounding forest, 
1 
and as the fireplaces w ere w ith­ 
out grates, it tvas 
im possible to 
use coal. 
N otw ithstanding all 
this, 
M rs. 
Adam s wrote, "It is a 
beautiful 
spot,.. capable ..of ev ery im prove­ 
m ent, and the 
' I view it the 
more l a m delighted w ith it. 
j 
The building was burned by the 
B ritish in 1814 and reb uilt in 1818. 
In 19 03 the pressure of space w as 
relieved by the erection of ex ecu­ 
tive offices in the grounds connect­ 
ed w ith the main 
building. 
T he 


building today is a tw o-story w hite 
freestone edifice. It 
contains 
the 
private a partm ents of the presi­ 
dent on the second floor and the 
reception room s on the first floor. 
Am ong the latter are the fam ous 
E ast Room , used for public recep­ 
tions, and the Blue Room, used for 
diplom atic and social functions.
